must win, Taken all in all the éecond preliminary 
skirmish in the great battle for the nomination was 
a Blaine triumph. The nominating speeches, with 
only a couple of exceptions, were very poor indeed, 
ALMOST ABSOLUTE FAILURES iN FACT. 

Knowing that each candidate had the whole 
country to select his orator from and that each 
orator had such ample notice as to enable him to do 
himself the fullest justice, the people were.warranted 
in expecting a splendid forensic display. It is 
probable, however, that not one hundred men in the 
ten thousand, who sat through six long hours of 
eulogiums eager to applaud anything that was worth 
applauding, could be found to declare that they 
were anything but disappointed. Of course last 
night's session of the convention was the most at- 
tractive of all yet held, and though it was not to 
open until 7 o'clock the audience began ta gather 
before 6. At 7:10 every seat in the hall was 6¢- 
cupied, every bit of standing space which was 
not forbidden ground was preempted, and yet the 
ram of arrivals was unbroken, seeming to extend 
far back into the city. At twenty minutes past 7 
the doorkeeper received notice that there was room 
for no more and the doors were closed. A crowd of 
fully 1.500 people had soon gathered, all clamorous 
tor admittance, and all holding not only tickets of 
admission but tickets entitling them to particular 
seats within. This made it manifest that somebody 
had perpetrated a most outrageous fraud, and that 
either counterfeit tickets were out or those In authori- 
ty had deliberately provided for the admission 
without tickets of fully 2,000 people in violation of 
the rights of the ticket holders. 

THE SCENE AT THE DOORS 
was a most exciting one. Men of prominence who 
had come hundreds of miles and been at great pains 
to secure tickets received no consideration, as the 
doorkeepers were powerless. A great many news- 
paper correspondents who had been delayed for a 
ew moments pleaded the necessities of their profes- 
sion and explained that they could quickly deter- 
mine who held frandulent possession of their tables 
on the platform, but their pleas availed them noth- 
ing. They had to stay out, The crowd 
swayed and surged for an hour, during 
part of which time a smart show er fell upon them 
and finally, satisfied that they could do nothing, 
most of them sought their hotels or homes. Joe 
Medill of the Tribune was one of the victims. 
Those who remained were invited to give theiratten- 
tion to a very boozy young young man who climbed 
up on a fence, nominated Carter Harrison for presi- 
dentin a speech of no large amount of relevancy 
and then fell off inthe mud. Within the hall the 
acene of the previous night was even 
exceeded in beauty and grandeur, and it seemed as 
thongh the people of the continent had gathered 
there among the flags and flowers and garlands.

The new National platform of the Repub- 
lican party seems to have been constructed by. 
some humorist asa satire upon the platform 
‘| feavure of our party warfare. It isa mas of 
incongruities, Delphic oracles, and self-contra- 
dictions. 

It points with pride to twenty-four years of 
Republican control at Washington, credits that 
party with all the benefits and easements our 
people have enjoyed in that time, and then 
holds the powerless Democracy responsible for 
all the evils and abuses of the period, including 
the great burden of unnecessary taxation. 

Having imposed this burden and defeated all 
attempts to reduce it, the Republican party in 
this pew platform, arraigns the Democracy for 
their failure to stop the extortion of surplus 
revenue, and promises in a vague 
sort of way that the surplus 
shall be cut down by the party] 
| which is pledged and committed a thousand 
times and in a thousand ways to the opposite 
policy. 

This might pass as a sign of repentance and a 
graceful concession to the demands of the 
country, but in the same breath are repeated 
the old deceptive promises that the wages of 
labor shall be increased by taxation for pro- 
tection. Recognizing at last the open shame 
of taxing the necessities of the toilers to en- 
rich protected capitalists and monopolists, 
while free-trade in labor enables the employer 
to starve the employe, the platform contains a 
rhetorical flourish about imported slave labor 
or contract labor, but carefully avoids any real 
promise on that point while putting forth some- 
thing that is intended to be accepted as such. 
In lieu of the pledge which should have fol- 
lowed the flourish, there is an in- 
dorsement of the Chinese immigration 
law which was vetoed by a Republican 
President and opposed by the bulk of the Re- 
publican party. We are told that the party 
will sustain this law and provide such future 
legislation as may be necessary to carry out its 
purposes, but nothing is said about legislation 
against importing contract labor from Hungary 
or anywhere else except China. 

The talk about Civil Service Reform, purity 
and accountability, reads like astounding 
mockery, in view of the fact that the public de 
mand in that connection grows entirely out of 
the unpunished corruptions and villatnies of 
Republican rule, each succeeding Republican 
administration having added its quota to the 
long list of startling scandals which began with 
GRANT, 

The onslaught upon polygamy is another 
brutum fulmen, serving only to recall the fact 
that Republican administration has for more 
than twenty years enabled polygamy to grow 
and flourish and govern one of the territories 
of the Union in spite of stringent laws against 
it. 

In like manner the talk about regulating in- 
ter-State commerce to prevent unjust discrim- 
inations and extortions, is merely a reminder of 
what the Republicans have failed to do,and made 
opposed when demanded by the people's faith- 
ful representatives.
